Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument that Vock does not teach the 
determination of the HF interference signal when it "exceeds a. ..threshold" is not persuasive. Vock teaches that when interference is 
detected that the interference mode/stimulation is started. It is inherent that a threshold must be used in the detection since the 
interference mode does not start by itself. In other words, at some point, the system MUST determine the signal is over some type of 
threshold in order that interference be detected. In addition, Vock says that interference is detected by use of noise sample windows 
(column 4) and therefore the interference MUST be over some threshold for interference to be detected. There is no other way the system 
can detect interference without a threshold. Finally, as pointed out in the 103 rejection and in the previous response to arguments, several 
other prior art references teach the use of detecting HF interference and by detecting when the signal exceeds a threshold, such as 
5697958 and 4091818 . 
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
